Sir F. Maze Speaks On 
‘Hopei Conditions. : 


| Trade Improvesand 
Revenue Gains 
- London, May:9. 


The re-arming of Chinese Cus- i 


toms vessels.“and guards. was 
urged to-day by Sir Frederick 
Maze, 
Maritime Customs, interviewed 
by Reuter on his arrival for the 
Coronation celebrations to-day. 
‘He accompanies the official party 
of Chinese delegates, headed by 
Dr. H,,H. Kung, the Minister of 
Finance. 


_Sir Frederick declared that the 
accumulated ‘stock of illicit cargo at 
Tientsin had greatly increased lately 
owing to the fact that the Customs 
had organiscd proventive services 
on the railways and roads in the 
vicinity of the seaport which largely 
impeded the circulation. of the 
smuggled goods, 


He sald {t should be clearly under- 
stood that the door of East Hopei 
remaina unguarded’ and that the 
_Customs’ position there with respect 
to effective preventive measures re- 
mains unchanged. Nor is. it Ikely 
‘to improve, he declares, ‘until the 
soverelgn rights of China in the 
demilitarised area 
restored, and the Customs prevéntlve 
service permitted to resume Its 
normal functions," 


“That is," Sir Frederick explain- 
cd,.“until preventive vessels afloat 
and Customs guards ashore are 
rearmed.” 


Japanese civil authorities and some 
of Japan's military leaders had 
lately stmificd thelr willingness to 
support the Customs officers’ efforts 
*to end smuggling, and. this: sympathe- 
tie attitude would undoubtedly prove 

useful, Furthermore, the local pro-

Hugh . Walpole_ Pays 
High Tribute To 


British Journalism | 


“Journalism is a passionate desire of some .human being to 
tell another human being a piece of news,” said Mr. Hugh 


Walpole, 


the novelist, when he proposed the toast of. “The In- 


stitute of Journalists” at the annual dinner of the Edinburgh and 
East of Scotland District, held‘in the North British Station Hotel, 


and attended'by a company of about 120—Mr. 
chairman of the district, presiding. : 


Mr. Walpole paid a high tribute to 
British journalism and the Institute, 
and told some” amusing ‘incidents 


“which occurred- during ~—his--stay -in- 
.| Hollywood. 


The Institute, Mr. Walpole said, 
provided all kinds of camaraderie, 
and, much more important, it saw 
that it kept high and clear the whole 
reputation of. journalism in Britain. 
The problem which was of-great and 
real Importance to everyone: was 
what in the first place journalism 
really was, where it began, and. in- 
deed what Icind of work it svas eet 
fn the world to do.: : 


Journalism was no passionate de- 
sire of some human being to tell an~ 
other human being a piece of news. 
We were all, to that extent, every 
day and hour of our lives journalists. 


After that, however, the real prob- 
Jem began. Not only had you ‘to tell 
somebody about ‘something, but ‘you 
had to tell something to 2,000, or 
10,000, or more than a million: you 
had to tell all the people ef the 
world something in such a way that 
they would be 50 excited they would 
come out and buy your paper twice 
as often as before. (Laughter.) You 


-had got to this—that the journalist 


could go up to Arthur's Scat and 
have the whole platform before him, 
the distant hills crowded with people 
as thick as flies, and he had to raise 
his finger ond say, "Last night I lost 


my collar stud"'—(laughter)—and he] 


had to say it in such a way that the 
whole audience were . wondering 
what was to happen nest. (Laughter.) 


’. QUALITY OF PERMANENCE 


There was-something further, This 
thing they told this -mnss of peo le 
in such a way—had it got’ any 
of equality of permanence? You be- 
gan then to propound the question 
—"Ia journalism * literature—haos it 
any character beyond thet first In- 
terest. of news?” You could look 
back a long time; and it was aston- 
ishing the names of those you could 
find to illustrate this point. 


In Chaucer could we not see the 
whole world contemporary with us? 
Shakespeare,. perhaps. In dhe mid- 
the ‘elghteenth. -century you 
came into a world of some ‘of the 
finest © journalists—solemn, porten- 
tous Addison, gay, illogical Dick 
Steele,. the caustle Swift, Danicl 
Defor—four of the greatest journal- 
ists in our history.

articles of 1870. - ; ; 

In this perlod we had a brilliant 
coruscation of nuthors, one after the 
other,. all dealing with the moment 
as it files, and transloting it into a 
kind of. crystallised colour that had 
dis strength and aroma now as ther

There were Meredith and ‘Hardy, 
and the greatest journalist we had 
ever known, Rudyard Kipiing him- 
-self.What_did_theyall_.do?__These 
were all men who at least were de- 
termined that the immediate moment 
should be caught by them.

EXPENSIVE ‘SENTENCES

There is scarcely a visitor 
coming to Hongkong who does 
not comment on the beggar 
nuisance. Time was, and not 
so many years ago, cither, when 
this Colony enjoyed relative im- 
munity from the organised men- 
dicancy which has become such. 


an unpleasant feature of the]: 


streets of the city. Compared 
with other Far-Eastern centres, 
it was a relief for tourists com- 
ing here to be able to do their 
shopping and sight-seeing with- 
out molestation. Nowadays, it 
is impossible for visitor or re- 
sident to pass through the busi- 
ness centre of the town: without 
being pestered on all hands 
either by children or by mnimed 
‘and disfigured adult beggars. 
To stand for a few moments in 
conversation is to invite atten- 
tion from __ these creatures. 


Tourists complain that” theae 
mendicants even tug at their 
clothing, some of them exposing 
their disfigurements in a most 
objectionable manner and often 
following them into shops.

La Chaux-de-Fonds, in the Canton 
of Neuchntel,. is the centre of the 
district in which most-of the Swiss 
watches are manufactured, and the 
experts are among the many tech- 
niclans who have suffered unemploy- 
ment through the depression, 

They ure understood to be a first 
contingent of a large number of such 
experts who are to assist in-the.crea- 
tion of a new factory at Samara on 
the Volga. Local Communists de- 
clare that this factory will.eventually 
employ 10,000:.workers, and wilt be 
able to supply cheap watches not 
only in Russia, but for avorld export.

Sir Frederick declared that . the 
accumulated stock of sliclt cargo at 
Tientsin had greatly inereased lately 
owing to the fact that the Customs 
had organised . preventive services 
on the railways and roads 
‘vicinity of the seaport which largely 
{Impeded the circulation of the 
smuggled goods, 

He said it should be clearly under- 
stood that the door of East Hopei 
remains unguarded ond’ that’ the 
Customs’ position there with respect 
to effectlve preventive measures re- 
mains unchanged. Nor is it. likely 
to Smprove,:he declares, until ‘the 
sovercign rights of China, in the 
demilitariped area are 
restored, and the Customs preventive 
service permitted to resume its 
normal functions. : 

“That fs," Sir Frederick explain- 
ed, “until preventive vessels -afloat 
an& Customs guurds ashore are 
rearmed.” . ; : ety 

Japanese civil authorities and some 
of Japan’s”inilitary leaders -had 
lately signified thelr willingness to 
support the Customs officers’ efforts 
to end smuggling, and this sympathe- 
tie attitude-would undoubtedly prove 
useful. Furthermore, the local pro- 
‘vinclal authorities, under fnstructions 
from Nanking, were rendering the 
preventive’ services effective co- 
operation, which had also consider- 
ably strengthened thelr position. . 

He added that trade for the past 
ulx months had gonerally Improved. 
Revenue had Increased on an unpre- 
eedented scale.—Reuter, a ‘

British Journalism 


“Journalism is a passionate desire of some human being to 
tell another ‘human being a picce of news,” said Mr, Hugh. 


Walpole, the novelist, when he proposed the tonst’ of “The In- - 


‘stitute of Journalists” at, the annual dinner of the Edinburgh and 


East of Scotland District, held in 


the North British Station Hotel, 


and attended by. a company of. about 120—Mr. Frank Moran,- 
chairman of the district, presiding. . t : : 


“Mr, Walpole paid ao high tribute to 
British journalism and the-Institute, 
ond told some amusing incidents 
which occurred .during his stay in 
Hollywood, 


There were Meredith and Hardy, 
and the greatest journalist we had 
ever known, Kudyard Kipling him- 
self. What-did they all do? These 
were all men who-at least were de- 


—Ttermiied that the-immediate-moment 


The Institute, Mr. Walpole said, 
provided all kinds of camaraderie, 
and, much more important, it saw 
that It kept: high and clear the whole 
reputation of journalism In Britain, 
The problem which was of great and 
real importance to everyone was 
what in the first place journalism 
really was, where it began, and in- 
deed what kitd of work St was set 
{n the world to ‘do. . . 


Journalism was n passionate de- 
sire of some human being {o tell an- 
other human being a piece of news. 
We were all, to that extent, every 
day and hour of our lives journalists. 


After that, however, tlie real prob- 
Jem began. Not only had you to tell 
somebody about something, but. you 
had to tell something to 2,000, or 
10,000, or more than. a million: you 
had to {cll all the’ people of the 
world something In such a way that 
they would be so excited they would 
come out and buy .your paper twice 
as often as before. (Laughter.) You 
had got to this—thot.the journalist 
could go. up to Arthur's Seat and 
have the whole platform before him, 
the distant hills crowded with people 
ng thick os Mies, and he had to raisc 
his finger. and say, “Last night I lost 
my collar stud’—(laughter)—and he 
had to say it Jn such a way that the 
whole audience ‘were wondering 
what was to happen next. (Laughter.) 


QUALITY OF PERMANENCE 


There was something further, This 
thing they told this mass of people 
in such a way—hod it got any kind 
of equallty of permanence? You be-

THIS BEGGAR 
PROBLEM 


There is scarcely a visitor 
coming to Hongkong who does 
not comment .on the beggar, 
nuisanee. Time was, and not 
so many years ago, cither, when 
this Colony enjoyed relative im- 
munity from the organised men- 
dicancy which has become such 
san unpleasant feature of the 
streets of the city. Compared 
with other Far Eastern centres, 
it was a relief for tourists com- 
ing here to be able to do their 
shopping and sight-seeing with- 
out molestation, Nowadays, it 
is impossible for visitor or "e- 
sident to pass through the busi- 
ness centre of the town without 
beiig pestered on. all hands 
.tither by children or by mnimed 
and disfigured adult beggars. 
To stand for a few moments in 
conversation is to invite atten- 
tion from these creatures. 
Tourists complain that these 
mendicants-cven-tug —at—their

.to be dominated by the same 
misguided principles as in the 
past, it will end. by wrecking 
not only the Government but the 
whole country.
